stripes. This is known as the Cam-/ 
bridge flag, because it was first un- 
furled over Washington's prrensorccteed 
at Cambridge, Masa, on January , 
11776. It complied with the law of 
1707 by having the Union Jack on it; 
it also represented the thirtean cal- 
lonies by the thirteen stripes. 

As the colonists gradually became, 
converted to the idea that independ- 
ence from the mother country was 
necessary, they began to modify the!

A SIGN OF THE ENGLISH T'MES. 

No reference is intended by the title of this editorial to the 
“London Times.” 1 use the word “times” in a much more general 
sense. The old “Thunderer” is restricted in more ways than one, 
nowadays more than ever by the most consistent of inconsistencies 
-—Toryism. I met an old gentleman once who used to arise every 
morning at hours varying from 9:30 to 12. He was preaching 
regularly. When I smiled he assured me that he had a right to 
preach it because he was “regularly trregular.” 

But if England has this glaring inconsistency with which to 
agtonish the world at the present time, she has just had a most 
consoling example of consistent Catholicity, in the first faifilly 
gathering of the Catholic Missionary Society, of which Dr. Vaughan 
(not Bernerd, but Herbert) is the head. Some years ago, Dr.

He came here to study it; and, it may be remembered, 
spoke well and forcefully at the First Catholle Miesionary Con- 
grees. On his return to England, Dr. Vaughan started the Catholic 
‘Missionary Society. The work went along very quietly, and con- 
sequently very slowly, until an American lady injected the Chapel 
car virus. Conditions in England made it impossible to use rail- 
road Chapel cars. There are no pioneer sections of England; but 
the roads were good and a Motor Chapel! was judged to be the best 
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Many of our readers have probably read in the | 
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thing under the circumstances. We strongly Suspect that the lady 
who gave the Motor Chapel was Mrs. Bellamy Storer. A great. 


many wiseacres shook their heads at the innovation; but Rome 
was very prompt in its encouragement, for the present Holy 
Father likes the chapel car idea. When he saw a picture of the 
first American Motor Chapel designed by Father Ledvina, tapping 
the paper with his finger, he said: “There ig a practical idea. 
We might think of it even for the Roman Campagna.” 

The motor chapel work in England was successful even be 
yond the dreams of Dr. Vaughan; but it was successful in more than 
in the establishing of new parishes and iissions. It established 
the Catholic Missionary Society, for it was a valuable advertiser. 
It put the new work on its feet. It gave the people something 
to look at more definite than a prospectus; so the annual state- 
tment published by Dr. Vaughan at the recent “family gathering,” 
showed that during the year he had received nearly $60,000. This 
amount of money contributed to Home Missions and Churcn Exten- 
sion in England and Wales, in proportion to the Catholic popula- 
tion, was large enough to justify all the congratulations which 
were freely extended to Dr. Vaughan during the meeting. The 
acceptance of the report was moved most felicitously by the Duke 
of Norfolk, the Cardinal and many of the Bishops took an active 
part in the gathering, and we were glad to see the name of our 
old friend the Chancelior of Church Extension in Canada, Arch- 
bishop McNeil, amongst those who spoke. Dr. Vaughan urged 
strengthening the Church Extension work and was supported in 
this by Mgr. Benson, who knew something of the work from his 
last visit to America. Gratifying reference was made to the sister 
work in the United States, claiming for England the credit of 
giving America the motor chapel idea.\ Since, however, the donor 
of the motor chapel in England was an American, and since the 
Chapel Car was the Inspirer of the Motor Chapel, some of the 
credit belongs at home; but if the truth were told, the credit for 
the idea that brought all the chapel cars and motor chapels into 
existence will have to be given to Russia, since the Russians 
were the first to build chapel cars, for the Siberian railway. We 
might go back still further however and give Ireland the credit 
for the first “church on wheels,” “The Ark,” which was built 
long before we thought of gasoline as a motor power, and which 
was taken from place to place often by the persecuted people 
themselves. Yes, I think we will have to go back to Ireland and 
give the credit there. The Catholics of America, however, have 
every reason to congratulate their brethren in England, and to 
hope that Dr. Vaughan’s efforts to enlarge his Church Extension 
work will meet with success—not only amongst the dukes and 
lords and ladies, but also amongst those who, through the great 
number of their penny offerings, have always been the support 
and promotion of every good work.

It is a huge misfortune that the rancor and bitterness of oon-* 


troversial discussion and the spirit of open or covert persécution 
has embittered the minds of so many non-Catholics and misled 
them concerning the true attitude’of the Catholic Church towards 
Protestants. It is indeed a fundamental principle of the Church 
that she alone is the repository, divinely appointed and sustained, 
of the full measure of Christian truth. This makes her as it were 


‘solitary ahd aloof from all other forms of Christian worship for 


the simple reason that she cannot be at once the sole repository 
of the full truth and share that title with others. Necessarily, too, 
it makes her wish to UWring all men imto her fold, for she is con- 
vinced that she is the supreme and sole representative of Christ 
on earth. But the firat step toward bringing our non-Catholic 
fellow-citizens to realize and appreciate the Catholic doctrine is to 
bring them to understand truly and without prejudice just what 
the Church really teaches, just what she claims, and why. 

A clear understanding of the doctrines of the Chureh, of the 
reasons for these doctrines and of the precise claims which the 
Church makes as consequence of them, might not indeed convert 
the well-meaning Protestant to the Catholic Church, for a conver- 
sion is the work of the grace of God Himself. But it would at 
least dispel all prejudice and bigotry, it would remove all bitter- 
ness of feeling. He would realize that if he himself were a Cath- 
olie and believed such things, he could not help coming to moun 
practical conclusions as do the Catholics themselves. 

The more clzarly, therefore, Catholic doctrines are explained 
and the more fully our non-Catholic people realize the precise 
teachings and claims of the Catholic Church, the more speedily 
bigotry and rancor will vanish from among us. Those, nowadays, 
who are bigoted against the Church in America and eleewhere, are 
not the well-informed, nor the highly educated. They are those 
who unfortunately have never been brought into full and complete 
knowledge e doctrines and discipline of the Chureh.
